WASHINGTON AP - The 1970 federal 
law giving the vote to 18-year-olds was 
attacked in the Supreme Court Monday 
as frivolous legislation that “does violence 
to the Constitution.” 

Speaking for the state of Texas, Prof 
Charles Alan Wright said, ““This legislation 
flies in the face of the Constitution” and 
would have been rejected out of hand by 
the court “were there not respect for the 
body across the street - Congress.” 

Wright, a University of Texas 
constitutional authority, said the issue is 
not whether 18-year-olds are mature 
enought to vote. They are certain to get 
the vote sometime, he said 

Rather, said Wright, the question i 
“whether the historic concept of this 
country, a federal union with sharing 
powers, is a failure.” 

Oregon joined Texas in arguing that 
Congress had exceeded its authority when 
it lowered the minimun voting age to 18 
a@cross the country. Oregon Atty. Gen 
Lee Johnson contended that a 
21-year-old minimum, which had been in 
force in 46 states, was not irrational or 
discriminatory and hence not a violation 
of constitutional rights that the 14th 
Amendment gives Congress the power to 
correct 

U.S. Solicitor General Erwin N 
Griswold defended the new law at the 
all-day hearing, though he relayed the 
reservations of President Nixon and other 
administraion officials about the 
18-year-old provision 

The provision applies to all elections and 
primaries held on or after next Jan. 1, 
unless the court declares it invalid. 

In signing the law last June Nixon said

Still, 
Griswold said, “we have endeavored to 
support the statute as vigorously as we 
are able.” 

The solicitor general based his defense 
primarily on the 14th Amendment clause

Idaho argued against the provision that

Prof Leggett fails to 
force SSC to hire him 


Professor John C. Leggett of Berkeley 
lost the first round in a legal battel with 
SSC administrators over their refusal to 
hire him for the fall semester 

After hearing the case, U.S. District 
Judge Philip C. Wilkins ruled last Friday 
that Leggett had not presented any 
genuine issue of fact that his civil rights 
had been violated during the course of his 
negoitations with SSC officials 


Leggett claims ‘he SSC President 
Pernard L. Hyink, Academic Vice 
President Norman Roth, former SSC 


Acting President Otto Butz and the State 
College Board of Trustees refused to hire 
him on the basis of his political activities 
at two universities where he formerly 
taught. The plaintiff contends that Hyink 
and Roth wrongfully stated to the Board 
of Trustees that he had been fired from

What is it that lurks, unknown to 
all but a few, in an elevator shaft 
on the second floor and in a small, 
cave-like room on the first floor 
of the library?

The college archives can be 
found on both the first and

It is the 
storehouse of the college ,its clubs 


and their minutes, committees 
and their decisions, fraternities 
and sororities and their activities, 
and off-campus housing, and 
anything else related to SSC. But 
even though requests are made for 
minutes, handbooks, ett., many 
organizations and individuals tend 
to ignore them. Soft-spoken John 
D. McClure III, college archivist, 
declared, “We're a repository of 
the history of the college and 
without people helping us there 
will be no history of the college.”

Vancouver, B.C. and 
Connecticut University because of his 
political activities there.

Leggett’s Attorney, Robin Yeamans, 
charged that the attorney general’s office 
is condoning political “blackballing” 
within the state college system. 

Judge Wilkins handed down the opinion 
that the Board of Trustees should be 
allowed every prerogative in determining 
who they will hire and are not required to 
justify their decisions 

As yet it is unknown whether or not 
Leggett will attempt to appeal the 
decision to a higher court

A great part of the work in the 
archives is handled by a pretty, 
dark-haired lady named George.

She has 
said, “If anybody has information 
they don't think we have, we 
welcome it. We can be reached at 
extension 144.” 

Many times important papers are 
lost when clubs change officers. 
This problem could be alleviated 
if the gropps would simply turn 
these papers over to the archives 
where they would be safe and 
easy to find for later use. 

If a faculty member has had 
some writings published he should 
send a copy to the archives or 
notify the archivists of the 
publication. Otherwise, all record 
of the work could be lost. This 
goes for a student who has had his 
work published. If a student has 
something published it is 
considered a part of college 
history, but many such things go 
by unnoticed. As McClure puts

Stanford 
explosion 


IRVINE AP - An explosion ripped 
through two greenhouses at the Stanford 
Research Institute here Monday, caused 
by what authorities said was “some type 
of bomb placed in one of the buildings air 
purifiers. 

Investigators were trying to determine 
the type of device. The early morning 
blast four miles from the University of 
California at Irvine did an estimated 
$55,000 damage to the two 20 by 
60-foot structures and several thousand 
plants. The explosion occurred at a 
remoted spot on the institute’s 15-acre 
property and there were no injuries 

“No doubt both greenhouses will have 
to be replaced,” said Dale Hutchinson, 
the intitutes’s assistant executive director 
“It was a total loss.” 

The institute, with headquarters in 
Menlo Park, is not connected with 
Stanford University nor the University of 
California. Hutchinson said the 
greenhouse work involved private 
industry-supported agricultural research.

The archives keep copies of all 
theses on microfilm (until 1958 
they kept bound original copies 
but a problem of space presented 
itself). When one of the copies 
kept in the Education section is 
stolen or misplaced, the copy in 
the archives.can be duplicated. 

There are bound copies of 
college catalogs, schedules of 
classes, and student publications. 
News clippings having anything to 
do with SSC are taken from the 
local papers and placed in 
notebooks. The college’s official 
news releases are bound for the 
records. 

Several sealed envelopes and 
boxes are kept in a locked file 
drawer in the elevator shaft. This 
is the confidential file containing 
information important to the 
college’s history that must be kept 
confidential. However, they can 
be opened in 25 years 

Any organization wishing to 
make the job of the archivists 
easier can do so by putting them 
on their mailing list. °

SAN FRANCISCO AP - Julian Goodman, president 
of the National Broadcasting Co., said Monday news 
media are under extraordinary pressures and “the 
push will very quickly become a shove if we show 
signs of knuckling under.” 

Addressing an NBC Radio Network affiliates 
convention, Goodman said broadcast journalists must 
stand by their ‘professional commitment to resist 
pressures and criticism, no matter what disguise they 
wear’, to preserve the independence of broadcast 
news. 

“There is not question,”” Goodman said, “that the 
news media especially radio and television are under 
pressures official and unofficial that are perhaps 
greater than at any time in our history.” 

He expressed concern over a growing obsession

The 1965 Highway 
Beautification Act made many 
road-side billboards illegal. Five 
years later most of those illegal 
billboards are still there. In fact, 
the Department of Transportation 
says that of some 800,000 
billboards, 334 have come down 
since 1965. DOT staffers calculate 
that at that rate they'll be in the 
billboard removal business for 

11,000 years 

A major impediment to billboard 
removal is iack of money. The law 
provides that the states shall 
determine the value of each 
sign-one at a time-—and 


compensate the owners as the 
signs come down. With some 
800,000 signs in the illegal 


category the highways will have 
crumbled to dust before the last
